To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
of  the  Scunthorpe  and  Frodingham  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  l.adv,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg-  to  present  the  folic \ving'  report  upon  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  1935. 

I'his  is  the  last  annual  report  I  sliall  have  the  privilege  of 
l^resenting-  to  you,  having  been  appointed  to  another  position. 

'The  g'cneral  health  of  the  town  has  been  well  maintained 
during  1935.  A  high  standard  of  domestic  comfort  and  cleanli¬ 
ness  generally  prevails  throughout  the  Urban  District.  A  further 
gratifying  decrease  in  the  number  of  unemploved  was  recorded. 

Scunthorpe  Juid  Frodingham  compares  well  in  its  housing- 
conditions  with  other  industrial  tovcns.  xApart  from  a  number  of 
('aravans  scattered  throughout  the  area,  which  are  in  process  of 
being  dealt  with  'under  the  Housing  Acts,  there  are  no  real  slum 
properties  in  the  district.  On  the  other  hand  the  general 
standard  of  housing  in  the  area  is  a  very  hig'h  one. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  959  new'  houses,  including  4:'2  by 
the  Council,  was  erected.  44  houses  were  erected  with 
(luai'antees  under  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act  1933. 
I'he  policy  of  the  Council  with  regard  to  towm  planning  and 
density  of  new  houses  erected  ensures  reasonable  aggregation  of 
population  in  the  district,  which  is  likely  to  be  of  benefit  to  the 
Health  of  the  District  as  a  whole. 

Idle  vital  statistics  for  1935  continue  tO'  be  satisfactory  and 
compare  favourably  wdth  those  for  the  United  Kingdom.  -  A 
('omparative  summary  of  the  more  important  rates  will  be  found 
in  Table  7  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

During  my  period  of  office  the  district  has  been  free  from 
serious  outbreaks  or  epidemics  of  dangerous  infectious  diseases. 
On  the  whole  the  incidence  of  sickness  in  the  public  has  been,  1 
believe,  on  the  lo^v  side.  4'he  health  of  children  in  tlu'  District 
has  been  maintained  at  a  high  standard  as  revealed  by  periodical 
medical  inspections,  and  by  the  very  high  average  attendance  at 
all  schools  throughout  the  area^ 
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During'  the  six  years  I  have  acted  as  your  Medical  Officer 
cd'  Heallli,  manv  notable  developments  and  extensions  oi  the 
Public  Health  Services  have  been  commenced  or  effected.  The 
Piadsev  Counlv  Comicil  have  provided  a  New  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital,  New  Combined  Clinic  Premises  with  additional  clinics 
lor  Ultra-Violet  P. av  'Therapy,  and  for  supervision  of  Heart 
eases  in  children,  and  Dentistry.  'They  havt.  alsO‘  provided 
large  elementarv  schools  of  the  open-air  type,  and  a  New 
Maternity  Hoitie  which  is  to  be  inaugurated  in  April,  1936. 


Notable  extensioiis  to  the  voluntary  hospital  services  have 
also  been  eftected  by  the  Board  of  Management  ol  the  WcV 
Memorial  Hospital. 

During  this  period  also  the  Urban  District  has  seen  the 
opening  of  the  Public'  Baths,  the  inauguration  of  an  active 
Tuberculosis  Care  Committee,  the  covering  in  of  the  Public 
Market,  and  the  passing  of  the  North  Lindsey  Water  Act,  which 
will  be  the  means  of  providing  the  District  with  an  important 
new  source  of  w^ater  supply. 

The  ('onversion  of  Pail  Closets  to  waiter  carriage  has  been 
greatly  accelerated  so  that,  wath  a  few  exceptions,  all  pail  closets 
Incv’e  been  abolished.  Two  modern  public  conveniences  have 
been  erei'ted.  A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  under¬ 
taken  under  the  Housing  Acts  of  1930  and  1935. 


I'hc  Brumbv  Cemetery  has  been  extended,  and  two  important 
pi'ojects  ai'e  now  under  w^eigh,  viz.,  new  works  of  Sewerage  and 
Sewaige  Disposal  to  cost  £148,000  and  new  Cattle  Market  and 
Pu])lic  Abattoir. 

I'he  Ih'ban  District  Council  made  an  application  to  thi* 
Ih-ivv  C''ouncil  for  a  Charter  of  Incorporation  as  a  Municipal 
B'-rough.  .\t  the  subsequent  Inquirv  the  Public  H(  alth  Depart- 
merii  took  its  full  share  in  the  submission  of  evidence  in  support 
of  this  project. 

'The  problem  of  the  pievention  of  the  establishnient  of 
caravans,  tents  and  sheds,  the  occupiers  not  being  genuine 
itinerant  caravan  dw-ellers,  is  still  with  us.  A  measure  of 
fundamental  iiTtportance  to  the  Public  Health  which  awaits  con’'- 
pletion  is  the  total  abolition  of  surface  wells  for  domestic  use. 
'There  is  still  a  number  of  such  wells  used  fV.)'  drinking  purposes, 
chiellv  iii  the  South  Ward,  although  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
mc'iu  has  used  its  influeiu'e,  with  success,  to  get  some  of  these 
abolished. 
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Where  an  adequate  supph^  of  to\Mi’s  water  is  available, 
allliuLio-h  it  may  be  difficult  and  expensive  to  prove  actual 
IJohution,  there  seems  no  justifiction  for  owmers  constantly  to 
c  ndaiyt^er  their  health  and  that  of  their  families  by  consuming' 
shallow  w'ell  water. 

Adverting'  to  the  question  of  the  improvement  of  the  high¬ 
ways  and  gardens  throughout  the  Urban  District  by  the  planting 
of  trees  and  tall  shrubs,  I  consider  this  policy  is  a  good  one 
providing  the  Health  aspect  of  the  question  is  lot  forgotten.  In 
m\'  opi:'iion  trees  should  never  be  planted  in  such  positions  that 
tlaw  will  exclude  hexilth  giving  light  and  air  from  living  rooms, 
'i'la-  hmisew'ife  and  young  children  spend  a  considerable  part  ol 
their  time  in  the  kitchen  or  living  room,  and  if  these  rooms  are 
constanth'  shaded  bv  adjacent  foliag'e,  the  house  not  only  tends 
to  take  on  a  somewdiat  gloomy  aspect,  but,  as  light  is  destructive 
to  microbes,  mav  actualh'  encourage  and  breed  disease. 

I  wish  again  to  thank  my  fellow  officials,  and  particularly 
Mr.  Ciallagher  and  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  lor 
the  valuable  assistance  rendered  in  th.e  compilation  of  this  report. 

1  wish  to  rec'ord  the  valuable  encouragement  and  support 
accorded  to  me  during  my  term  of  office  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  bv  Mr.  Dowse,  as  chairman  of  the  Public  Plealth  Corn- 
mil  tec  for  five  years,  and  to  Mr.  Barnes  and  the  Committee 
dui'i  ng  19115.

The  Re^istrar-Heneral’s  mid-yeaj'  1935  estimate  of  population 
has  l^een  used  in  tlie  calculation  of  Rates  for  this  Report. 

Social  Conditions. 

No  material  alteratioii  has  taken  place  since  these  were 
reported  upon  in  the  Survey  Report  for  1925.  The  chief 
occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  those  iappertaining  to  iron¬ 
stone  mining,  the  iron  and  steel  industries,  basic  slag,  and  tar 
macadam  production.  With  regard  to  the  state  of  trade  in  tfjis 
district  the  figures  supplied  by  the  Manag'er  of  the  Scunthorpe 
Ifmployment  Ifxchcinge  area  show  that  the  number  of  persons  on 
the  live  Register  at  the  end  of  January,  1935,  was  1,209.  At  the 
eral  of  December  the  figure  was  873. 

Fhe  Relieving  Officer  states  that  1,200  persons  resident  in  the 
Hrban  District  received  Relief  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1935.  There  were  33  admissions  to  Brigg  Public  Assistance 
Institution,  d'he  total  cost  of  Relief  for  the  year  in  question  W'"as 
£5,647,  against  £5,0-87  for  the  corresponding  period  in  the 
previous  year.

'Lhe  births  during  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  were  189, 
160,  204,  and  197. 

39  Illegitimate  births  were  registered  in  1935,  against  26  in 
1934.  The  ’Wai'd  distribution  is  given  in  Table  3. 

'Idle  ]3ii'th  rate  (i.e.,  number  of  births  per  1,000  of  the 
population)  was  20.1  for  1935,  against  16.5  in  1934.  The  rate 
for  Lngland  and  Wales  in  1935  was  14.7.

A  iotal  of  38  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died  during  1935, 
against  36  in  1934  and  33  in  193'3.  The  infant  mortality  rate 
(i.e.  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  per  1,000  live  births)  was 
51.0,  against  58.3  in  1934  and  59.6  in  1933.

A,  (1)  Fever. 

4'he  hospitals  available  are  situated  at  Scunthorpe, 
Osgodby  and  Scartho.  The  last  tvo  are  provided  by  other 
Authorities,  and  both  are  about  thirty  miles  away. 

44ie  Brumby  '  Fever  Hospital,  erected  by  the  Lindsey 
Countv  Council  (who  were  constituted  in  1921  as  the 
.Vuthority  for  the  hospital  treatment  of  Infectious  Disease  in 
your  area) ,  was  opened  in  1930. 

(2)  Smallpox. 

Application  was  made  during  1931  for  the  formation  of 
a  United  District  for  controlling  the  Smallpox  Hospital  at 
Caistor.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have  by  an  Order  dated 
.\pril  1st,  1932,  granted  a  Provisional  Order  for  this  purpose, 
which  is  cited  as  the  “  Lindsey  and  Lincoln  Joint  Smallpox 
Hospital  Order,  1932.”  Lbider  this  Order  the  number  ol 
partners  is  increased  to  26. 

Your  Council’s  share  of  establishment  charges  under  the 
joint  Scheme  amounted  to  £133  2s.  2d.  for  the  year  ended 
31-3-1936,  against  ,£100  17s.  2d.  for  the  previous,  year.

4'he  Hospitals  available  for  this  area  are  referred  to  in 
the  section  of  the  Report  dealing  with  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary. 
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'  (2)  !\^atern[ty.  vScunthorpe  Maternity  Home. 

'rhc  Maternity  Home  is  provided  and  maintained  by  the 

Lindsev  County  Council.  The  Administrative  Medical 

Superintendent  is  the  Lady  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer, 

w  ho  is  resident  in  Scunthorpe. 

'The  following-  report  on  the  working  of  the  Home  has 

been  made  for  the  year  1935  ; 

Scunthorpe  IVIaternity  Home — 1935. 

There  were  -in  I  admissions  during  1935  as  compared  with 
9()  I  during  1931.  ]\Ianv  w'omen  who  visited  to  book  beds  in  the 
iiome  bad  to  be  refused  owing  to  insufficient  accommodation. 
During  1935  all  eases  of  miscarriage  were  admitted  to  other 
hospitals. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  new  Maternity  Home  in  Brumby  Wood 
I.ane  will  soon  be  ready  for  occupation. 

()1  the  301  admissions  there  were  374  confinements  and 
iliesi'  included  35  cases  requiring  operation. 

I  here  w  ere  37  cases  which  required  nursing  and  observa¬ 
tion.  I  hese  were  rlischarged,  and  later  re-admitted  when  in 
labour.  * 

'The  average  duration  of  stav  per  patient  was  13.33  days. 

Medical  assistance  was  sought  in  emergency  by  the  nursing 
stall  on  ()3  occasions  and  the  services  of  a  consultant  surgeon 
w  (  re  I'equired  for  27  patients. 

'Two  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified  during  the  year, 
rh.ere  were  no  cases  of  puerperal  fever  and  no  maternal  deaths. 

I  here  was  a  mild  outbreak  of  pemphigus  neonatorum  during 
till'  }  car.  4'hcre  were  no  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum. 

I  here  were  I  1  stillbirths  and  5  infants  died  w^ithin  10  days 
of  birth. 

()i  the  301  admissions,  344  were  from  Scunthorpe  and  57 
Irian  outside  the  urban  area. 

A  statement  of  costs  for  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March, 
I9.)5,  showed  that  the  nett  cost  per  patient  per  week  was 
,£3  8s.  4d. 

Other  tnstitutionai  Provision, 

Orthopaedic  Gases  are  sent  wdien  necessary  by  the 
()rlhopaMi('  Surgeon  of  the  Lindsev  County  Council  to  Lincoln 
Hospital,  etc. 

Sciinthorpe  and  District  War  fvlemoria!  Hospital.  Buildings  and 
Lcjuipment. 

Reference  warn  made  in  mv  annual  report  for  1934  to  the 
additional  aec  ommcdalion  to  be  provided  at  this  Hospital.  The 
lu  t  r(  suit  of  the  new’-  extension  and  alterations  has  been  to 
iiu'iaase  tlie  accommodation  of  the  hospital  from  86  to  150  beds. 
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The  Board  of  Management  have  also  decided  to  purchase 
approximately  160  milligrammes  of  Rad.ium  at  a  cost  of  £1,000 
for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  cancer. 

S  TAFF.  The  additional  bed  accommodation  and  increased 
work  of  the  hospital  have  necessitated  the  appointment  of  a  third 
resident  doctor. 

During  1935,  1,905  new  patients  were  admitted  into  the 
institution  as  compared  with  1,446  in  1934.  Of  the  1,905  cases, 
762  were  males,  677  females  and  466  children. 

239  of  these  were  accident  cases,  1,449  Surgical  and  215 
Medical.  Throughout  the  year  the  average  number  of  beds 
occupied  dailv  was  86.34  for  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year 
and  110.99  for  the  remaining  quarter. 

'The  average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  per  each  In-patient 
was  17.86  days  during  1935. 

I’he  following  new  patients  attended  the  various  Out¬ 
patients  departments: — Out-patients  and  Casualties  1,181,  Eye 
Ifepartment  449,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  322,  Massage  Department 
359,  Medical  Department  249.  1,300  X-Ray  examinations  were 

performed.  In  addition  18  "patients,  for  wTich  responsibility  for 
maintenance  was  accepted  by  the  Hospital  Authorites,  ^vere  sent  ^ 
for  treatment  to  other  institutions. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  A.  E.  Alaw,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Hospital,  for  the  above  information. 

Brigg  Poor  Law  Institution.  'The  Relieving  Officer  .states 
that  there  are  200  beds  at  this  Institution,  of  wdiich  90  are 
Hospital  btxls  (Men  38,  Women  36,  Children  16) .  Beds  are 
available  for  Maternity  cases  as  required.  There  arc  2  beds  for 
urgent  accident  cases.  A  New"  Operating  Theatre,  fully  equipped, 
was  opened  during  1934. 

Institutional  Provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate 
infants  and  homeless  children — nil.  When  necessary,  cases  are 
admitted  to  the  Brigg  Infirmary.  Expectant  unmarried  w"omen 
are  admitted  to  the  Scunthorpe  Maternity  Home. 

Anitujlance  Facilities. 

(a)  FOR  INFECTIOUS  CASES.  Removal  is  carried  out 
by  the  Brumby  Isolation  Hospital  Ambulance  or  by  the  Authorities 
of  the  Hospital  to  w’hich  the  patients  are  sent. 

(b)  FOR  NON-INFECTIOUS  AND  ACCIDENI  CASES. 
Most  of  the  large  Works  have  private  ambulances  for  their 
accident  cases.  The  St.  John’s  Ambulance  is  ordinarily  utilised. 
4'he  Scunthorpe  and  Frodingham  Urban  District  Council  have 
paid  for  the  installation  of  3  telephones  for  drivers  of  the  .St. 
John’s  Ambulance  and  also  pav  the  rental  charges  on  these 
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lelephones  (viz.  .£!()  10s.  Od.  per  annum).  The  Lindsey  County 
('ouncil  has  al.so  provided  a  new  ambulance  to  cover  the 
.Scuntliorpe  [^(dice  Area. 

'Idle  ambulance  services  as  outlined  above  are  at  prestent 
adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  area.

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

General. 

The  (ieneral  Nursing-  is  carried  out  by  three  voluntary 
Nursing-  .Associations. I'he  following-  information  has  been 
suppli(a1  bv  the  Secretaries  of  these  Associations.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Fhe  Antenatal  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  in  the  charge 
of  the  County  Council. 

Antenatal  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Maternity  Home  and  at  the 
new  Clinic  premises.  The  number  of  attendances  made  a  total 
of  1 ,587. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  the  new  Clinic  premises 
and  at  Ashby  Wesleyan  Hall.  The  total  number  of  attendances 
at  these  Clinics  was  19,851,  viz.,  mothers  9,149,  and  children 
10,702. 

BRUMBY  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

'Fhis  Institution  consists;  of  three  Ward  Blocks,  an 
.\(lministrative  Block,  and  the  Nurses’  Residence,  Porter’s 
T.odge,  Rf'ception  Room,  for  Visitors  of  patients,  premises  for 
disinfection  and  laundry  work,  and  Mortuary.  The  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  patients  is  as  follows  : — - 

Scarlet  Fever  Block.  One  6  bed  Ward,  one  10  bed 

Ward,  -3  Cots,  and  2  single  bed  Wards .  21  beds 

Cubicle  Block.  8  Cubicles  and  1  Cot .  9  beds 

Tuberculosis  Block.  TwO'  4  bed  Wards,  and  6  single 

Cubicles .  14  beds 

Scarlet  Fever  Wards. 

96  patients  Avere  admitted  during  1935.  18  cases  At-ere  treated 

with  Streptococcus  (Scarlatina)  Serum. 

I'hroughout  the  year  the  disease  continued  to  be  of  a  mild 
type.  In  the  serum  treated  group  there  were  4  patients  Avho  were 
complicated  by  Otorrhoea  on  jadmission.  The  following  com¬ 
plications  occurred  in  the  78  cases  not  treated  Avith  Serum - 
Adenitis  3,  Otorrhoea  3,  Rhinitis  1.  One  child  was  admitted 
with  Otitis  Media  and  subsequently  developed  parotitis.  All  of 
the  above  mentioned  complications  cleared  up  under  treatment. 
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rhe  cases  treated  with  Seram  weia;  admittrd  to  Hospital  in 
an  early  stage  of  the  disease  and  had  a  relatively  severe  attack 
of  fever  and  rash.  In  the  remainder  the  symptoms  and  rash  were 
less  marked  :  a  number  of  these  cases  were  admitted  in  the  stage 
of  desquamation.  The  majority  of  the  complications  were  noted 
as  occurring  in  the  group  which  w^as  admitted  in  the  later  stages 
of  the  disease. 

'Fhese  results  emphasise  the  importance  of  adequate  treat¬ 
ment  of  Scarlet  Fever  from  the  (mset  of  the  disease.  Early  treat¬ 
ment  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  the  exhibition  of  serum,  as  shown  by 
the  results  obtained  in  this  area  during  the  past  6  years,  are  of 
value  in  lessening  the  severitv  of  the  attack,  and  in  diminishing 
the  number  of  complications  which  mav  be  expected  to  occur, 
d  here  were  no  return  cases  during'  1936. 

Cubicle  Ward. 

■to  notified  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  admitted,  all  of  which 
rec'cived  serum  treatment  as  outlined  in  my  Annual  Report  for 
i93().  Only  one  death  occurred  in  a  child  admitted  in  a  late  stage 
ot  the  disease  suffering'  from  Toxic  Diphtheria.  The  remainder 
of  the  cases  were  discharged  cured  ;  there  were  no-  complications. 
One  of  the  cases  proved  to  be  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  and 
a.fter  treatment  was  discharged  cured. 

Other  Diseases. 

The  following  cases  received  treatment  in  the  cubicle  ward 
din  ing  1936  :  —  Poliomvelitis  1,  Ervsipelas  2,  Cerebro-spinal 
Meningitis  3,  Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever  3,  Measles  1,  Pemphigus 
Mc'onatorum  1,  Enteric  Fever  6. 

One  of  the  cases  of  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis  proved  to  be 
Encephalitis  Lethargica,  and  made  a  satisfactorv  recovery. 

One  case  admitted  as  Enteric  Eever  proved  negative. 
Another  case  of  Enteric  Fever  transferred  from  the  War  Memorial 
Hospital  Wcis  found  to  be  suffering  from  Dvsenterv  (B.  Flexner) , 
and  after  a  prolonged  period  of  treatment  was  discharged  cured. 

One  case  admitted  for  observation  was  suffering  from 
Irimicarditis  and  died  shortly  after  admission. 

Otherwise,  all  the  patients  made  a  good  recovery. 

Tuberculosis  Ward. 

39  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  admitted.  9  cases 
died  in  an  advanced  stage  of  the  disease,  one  of  these  dying  from 
haemoptysis  and  the  other  from  miliary  tuberculosis.  One  case 
developed  d'uberculous  Meningitis  as  a  terminal  feature  of  the 
disease.  33  patients  were  discharged  during  the  year. 

Many  of  these  patients  have  shown  improvement  in  their 
symptoms  and  general  physical  condition.  Some  have  responded 
well  to  treatment,  having  obtained  marked  benefit.  Periodical 
dental  treatment  has  been  provided  for  several  patients.

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

'I'lie  i^'cneral  hyo-ienic'  conditions  of  the  schools  in  the  Urban 
District  co.ntiniie  to  be  satisfac'tory .  In  each  instance  town’s 
water  is  laid  on  and  is  adequate  in  quantity  and  otherwuse  satis¬ 
factory, 

.\t  the  majority  of  sdiools,  the  h^'gaenic  conditions  w'ere 
lUK'xcept ionable.  Four  of  the  schools  in  the  area  are  of  modern 
desii^n  and  construction,  havinq-  been  built  during'  the  past  decade. 

As  a  result  of  frequent  inspections  and  re-inspections  by  the 
Scliool  Abaiical  (Officer,  a  marked  improvement  in  the  equipment 
and  hyg'ienic  conditions  of  the  older  schools  has  been  effected 
during'  recent  rears. 

In  tw'o  of  the  older  school  building's,  however,  viz.,  Froding'- 
Itam  junior  and  Infants,  and  Scunthorpe  Church  of  England 
InlriiUs’  Scdiool,  there  is  no  teachers’  room  where  medical 
inspections  can  be  conveniently  held. 

.A  few  minor  defects  were  attended  to  ^t  several  schools. 
'I'lie  playground  at  tlie  Church  of  England  Boys’  School  requires 
rt'surfacing'.  At  one  inspection  attention  w'as  called  to  the 
unckainlv  state  of  the  out-offices,  tw'o  of  the  seats  being  also  in 
a  sta.te  of  disrepair.  At  the  Church  of  Eng'land  Girls’  School 
minor  repairs  wmre  effected  to  the  out-offices.  At  the  Church 
Sch(v:)ls  the  offices  are  becoming  old  and  worn  out.  At  Santon 
.School,  att(mlion  was  called  to  the  lack  of  cleanliness  of  the  class¬ 
room  floors. 

d'he  .\shbv  Council  Bovs’  School  has  become  a  Junior  Mixed 
Sf'lioul,  cons('auentlv  the  necessary  reconstruction  of  offices  has 
be{‘n  effected.  A  new  plavground  has  been  laid  out  at  the  rear 
of  the  school  premises. 

Attenlion  was  directed  during  the  vear  to  the  unsatisfactorv 
heeding  of  the  classrooms  at  the  Frodingham  Junior  and  Infants’ 
St'hools.  d^he  mattei'  is  to  be  remedied  bv  the  provision  of 
radiators  in  the  various  classrooms. 

At  the  Crosbv  Schools,  as  a  result  of  a  comprehensive  report 
on  tlie  situation — extensive  reconstruction  of  the  out-offices  of  the 
three^.  dey^artments  has  been  effected.  Separate  offices  have  been 
provided  for  the  Infants,  and  closets  of  the  trough  type  abolished. 
d'h('  whole  scheme  is  a  marked  improvement  from  a  hvgienic  point 
of  view. 

During;  tlie  year  exterioi;  r  nd  interior  decoration  w-as  carried 
out  at  several  schools. 
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Fhc  number  of  elementary  and  secondary  school  children 
inspected  during-  the  year,  including  those  done  at  Henderson

myelitis  2,  Encephalitis  Lethargica  1,  Enteric  Fever  1.  In 
addition,  778  cases  of  Measles,  57  Oerman  Measles,  79  Chicken- 
pox,  1  Whooping  Cough,  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Health  Department  by  Parents  and  d'eacher.s.  Manv  of  these 
cases  were  in  either  school  or  pre-school  children.

School  Baths. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Baths  Committee,  the  Local  School 
Managers  and  the  Lindsev  County  Council,  the  scholars  attending 
the  Grammar,  Modern,  and  elementary  schools  ivere  allowed  the 
use  of  the  wSwimming  Baths.  The  charge  made  to  the  County 
Council  was  £50. 

The  children  attended  for  six  sessions  perv  day  of  three- 
quarters  of  an  hour’s  duration,  the  actual  time  of  bathiccg  being 
restricted  to  ticenty  minutes.  5,242  children  attended  during  the 
season. 

Scunthorpe  School  Clinic. 

The  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  continued  to  be  well  attended 
during  the  year.  483  boys  and  418  girls  (total  901)  were 
treated  or  parents  advised.  The  total  number  of  attendances  was 
8,286.  There  were  225  Sessions.  The  average  number  of 
attendances  per  session  was  25.26,  while  the  average  attendance 
per  child  was  9.16. 

Of  the  cases  treated,  there  were  10  Ringworm  of  Scalp  and 
6  Ringworm  of  Bodv,  Scabies  14,  Impetigo  464,  other  skin 
diseases  28. 

There  were  21  cases  of  Minor  Eve  Defects,  12  cases  of 
Blepharitis,  9  Minor  Ear  Defects  and  52  of  Otoirhcea. 

4'here  were  428  cases  of  Miscellaneous  Ailments,  95  N(^se 
and  Throat  Defects,  and  2  children  were  found  to  be  normal. 

\Vherever  possible  daily  treatment  has  been  carried  out  at 
the  Minor  Ailmerit  Clinic  in  cases  of  Otorrha'a.  The  averag'e 
attendance  of  these  cases  was  16.58  days,  extending  over  an 
average  period  of  4.41  weeks,  the  chief  method  of  treatment  used 
being  that  of  insufflation  with  Boracic  Acid  Powder. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

129  New-  Cases  were  examined  during-  1935,  against  107  in 
1924.  Of  the  129  cases,  53  w^ere  diagnosed  as  definitely 
Tuberculous.  80  ('ontacts  w-ere  examined  (3f  which  3  were  found 
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to  be  suffering  from  Pulmonary  and  from  Non-Pulmonarv 
'I'ubercLilosis. 

1  he  total  number  of  patients  with  Diagnosis  completed  on 
the  Dispensary  Register  on  December  hist,  1935,  was  33:2.  33 

patients  died  duritig-  the  year  under  review,  against  38  in  193-1. 

Consultations  \\ith  Medical  Practitioners  were  393,  of  which 
J  98  were  at  houses  of  patients.  In  addition,  135  other  house 
\  isits  were  J3aid  by  the  d'uberculosis  Officer. 

During  the  year  83  sputum  examinations  were  ('arried  out 
at  the  County  Council  and  flrban  District  Council  Laboratories. 

33  X-Rav  examinations  were  performed  in  1935. 

.V  number  of  patients  were  sent  for  treatment  to  various 
institutions  as  follows  : — Brumby  34,  Gainsborough  0,  Branston 
•),  Kelling  3,  Harlow  Wood  3,  Ipswich  1,  Louth  1  Gringley  3, 
Lincoln  County  Hospital  3.  Of  these  cases,  39  were  Pulmonary 
a.nd  7  Non-Pulmonarv  Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  the  Scunthorpe  and  District  'ruberculosis 
Care  Committee  continued  to  render  valuable  help  to  a  number 
of  selected  patients. 

Extra  nourishment  was  granted  to  15  persons  in  1935  and 
advice  and  help  was  given  to  these  and  other  patients  in  the 
social  and  environmental  problems  which  often  affect  the 
tuberculous.  At  the  end  of  the  vear  the  Committee  made  a 
grant  of  one  bag  of  coal  to  each  patient  receiving  assistance,  and 
three  children  were  supplied  \v\th  new  boots. 

A  consklerablc'  number  of  patients  were  assisted  by  the 
Tuberi'ulosis  Officer  uith  regard  to  obtaining  relief  from  the 
Public  Assistance  Committee  or  help  through  the  British  Legion. 
A  numbei'  of  patients  were  also  given  assistance  in  their  applica¬ 
tions  for  Council  blouses. 

44ie  number  of  school  children  who  attended  the  Scunthorpe 
Dispensai'v  during  1935  was  93',  of  which  70  were  diagnosed  as 
buberculous. 

Orthopaedic  Cfinic. 

I'his  Clinic  is  held  bv  Mr.  Bilcliffe  twice  a  month.  Cases  of 
tuberculosis  of  the  bones  and  joints  are  referred  when  required  to 
this  Clinic  for  advice  or  treatment.  Facilities  exist  for  the 
application  of  plaster  of  j^aris  splints  and  other  special  medical 
apparatus  and  for  remedial  exercises  at  the  wceklv  Clinics  held 
under  the  ('harge  of  the  Orthopmdic  Nurse. 

Hospital  Accemmodation. 

No  changes  have  occui'red  in  the  arrangements  already  in 
cxisterK'e  for  the  treatment  in  Hospitals  or  S^matoria  of  cases 
of  d'ubci-culosis.  During  1935,  39  patients  received  institutional 
treatment  for  Pulmonary,  aiid  7  for  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 
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Home  l^yrsing. 

District  Nurses  have  voluntarily  assisted  in  the  nursing 
in  their  own  liomcs  of  patients  suffering'  from  advanced  d'uber- 
culosis. 

The  numbe]'  of  chiklren  affected  v  ith  Tuberculosis  attending' 
the  Dispensary  during'  1 9d5  was  70 — the  total  number  of  school 
chiklren  who  attended  A^^as  93.

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Public  Baths. 

Provision  exists  for  one  large  swimming  pool  75ft.  x  30ft.  ; 
a  medium  sized  juvenile  bath  60ft.  x  21ft.  ;  eight  gentlemen’s 
slipper  baths,  eight  ladies’  slipper  baths,  filtration  and  purification 
plant,  {aundr3%  and  Baths  Superintendent’s  house.  removable 
fioor  is  provided  so  that  the  large  bath  hall  can  be  used  as  a 
public  hall  throughout  the  winter  months.  All  the  premises  are 
enclosed,  of  convenient  lay-out  and  of  modern  up-to-date  design. 

The  water  from  the  swimming  baths  is  tested  daily  to  ensure 
that  the  chlorine  content  and  alkalinity  are  satisfactory.  In 
addition,  samples  v.ere  taken  during  the  3'^ear  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  analysis  and  were  found  tO'  be  satisfactory. 

Since  the  inception,  the  swimming  baths  have  proved  to  be 
popular.

It  i« 
satisfactory  to  note  that  good  use  is  made  of  the  Slipper  Baths 
by  all  sections  of  the  community.  The  number  of  l.ocal 
Swimming  Clubs  which  had  exclusive  sessions  at  the  Baths  during 
1935  was^f. 

Rfvers  and  Streams. 

Bottesford  Beck  is  the  only  Stream  of  importance  in  tlie 
area.  It  drains  water  from  the  Ironstone  Mines,  receives  sewage 
effluents  from  the  Sewage  Works  and  effluents  from  the  various 
Iron  and  Steel  Works. 

The  cleansing  of  the  Beck  has,  up  to  the  present,  been  carried 
out  mainly  b\’^  or  at  the  expense  of  the  Council  and  the  Iron- 
ma.<^ters,  and  to  a  small  extent  bv  riparian  owners. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

I'he  Scunthorpe,  Brumby  and  Ashby  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
have  all  been  well  maintained  and  have  dealt  satisfaclorilv  with 
the  sewage  from  the  drainage  areas. 

Detailed  plans  and  estimates  for  the  Sewers  and  Sewage 
Disposal  AVorks  proposed  in  the  reorganisation  of  the  sewerage 
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of  the  Urban  District  ha^'e  been  prepared  and  a  site  consisting 
of  aci'es  lias  been  acquired  for  the  new  Disposal  Works, 

rhe  Minister  of  Health  has  stated  ^that  he  is  prepared  to  issue 
his  consent  to  the  raising'  of  the  necessary  loan  based  on  a 
provisionailv  accepted  Tender. 

Part  of  the  work  has  already  been  sanctioned  and  has  been 
put  in  hand.  Specifications  and  Bills  of  Quantities  are  being 
prepared  for  all  the  remainder  of  the  works  and  'Fenders  will 
shortly  be  invited. 

1  he  Sewage  Pumping  Stations  at  Burringham  Road,  Ashby, 
Doncaster  Road,  Scunthorpe,  and  the  Ejector  Station  at  Frod- 
ingham  have  been  in  regular  operation  during  the  year  and  have 
given  satisfactorv  service. 

During  19*^5  .‘fioTO  lineal  yards  of  new  sewers  were  laid  In

Ministry  of  Health  inquiries. 

The  following  Inquiry  was  held  bv  the  Ministry  of  Health  : — 
24 th  Januarv,  193.9. — Application  for  sanction  to  borrow 

£138,000  for  works  of  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  disposal. 
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Conversion  of  Pail  Closets, 

Al  the  end  ol  the  year  there  were  approximately  248  pai\ 
(dosets  in  existence.  Of  these  lal  were  eltner  in  districts  outside 
the  sewered  area  of  the  town  or  in  properties  which  were  scheduled 
lor  demolition.  This  means  that  there  are  97  privy  pails  in  the 
area  which  could  be  converted  but  wdiich  the  owners,  for  various 
reasons,  have  refused  to-  convert.  ALthoug'h  there  are  a  few 
owners  who  very  definitely  refuse  to  convert,  the  majoritv  belong' 
to  people  w’ho  cannot  afford.  It  is  expected  that  during'  the  year 
1986  this  number  of  97  W'ill  be  considerablv  reduced. 

rile  Council  are  continuing'  their  scheme  wdierebv  only  half 
the  cost  of  the  cost  of  the  conversion  is  paid  by  the  ow-ner.  vSince 
this  scheme  wais  introduced  in  1920  the  Council  have  had  con¬ 
verted  to  water  carriage  8,199  pail  closets.  When  it  is 
remembered  that  the  Council  possess  no  pow'ers  to  enforce 
conversions  wdthout  paying-  full  costs  themselves,  the  difficult 
work  of  persuading-  so  manv  owmers  to  have  this  work  done  and 
to  pay  half  the  cost  can  be  looked  upon  as.  an  achievement  and 
one  of  fundamental  importance  to  the  public  health  of  the  Urban 
District. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  —  1935-36. 

Collection  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse. 

I'he  great  activity  in  house  building-  in  the  area  during-  the 
year  has  greatly  extended  the  w^ork  of  collection.  4'here  are  no 
ash  pits  or  privy  middens.  Each  house  has  a  galvanised  iron 
<lustbin,  wdiich  is  emptied  weekly.  There  w^ere  46  complaints 
received  regarding  the  non-removal  of  refuse.  These  w^ere 
investigated  and  the  cause  for  complaint  removed. 

4'he  W'Ork  of  collection  is  carried  out  on  five  days  each  week, 
Saturday  being  reserved  for  vehicle  cleaning,  g-reasing  and 
emergency  purposes,  such  as  holiday  periods,  bad  weather,  etc. 
The  men  employed  as  dustbin  carriers  work  42  hours  per  wuek 
and  are  paid  at  the  rate  ol  l/2d.  per  hour.  They  are  allow’cd 
one  week’s  annual  holiday  wdth  pay  and  are  paid  at  the  rate  of 
time  and  a  half  for  overtime  worked  during  w  eeks  when  there  is 
a  Tank  Holidav. 

Disposal  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse. 

With  the  exception  of  that  part  of  d'rade  Refuse  wdiich  is  of 
a  light  combustible  character  all  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  the 
('ontrolled  tipping  system  at  Winterton  Road  and  the  1)rick  pit 
at  Yaddlethorpe.  I'his  latter  tip  is  situated  af^out  4^-  miles  from 
the  centre  of  the  tow’n  and  is  about  2  miles  outside  the  Urban 
Area.  The  reasoii  for  taking  the  refuse  so  far  out  is  because  of 
the  inability  of  the  Council  to  procure  suitable  tipping  sites  wdthin 
the  Urban  Area,  in.  sj^ite  of  the;  fact  tliat  the  district  abounds  in 
large  areas  of  low-lying  lands  from  w4-iich  ironstone  has  been 
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1ak(.'n.  ]  i,  is  fkleasing  to  record  that  the  C'ouncil  have  coiitracte<l 

to  purchase  451  acres  of  low-lyinj^-  land  in  the  (Icntral  Ward  for 
ihc  purpose  of  refuse  disposal.  At  the  end  of  the  vear  the 
pun'hase  had  not  been  completed.  dlie  land  which  has  been 
pina'hased  out  of  revenue  cost  £1,100  and  should  be  sufficient  for 
t!ie  next  t\’swnty  years.  Idns  land  is  at  present  being"  farmed. 
It  IS  ran  intended  to  disturb  the  farmer,  only  in  so  far  as  the 
ri'quirements  of  the  disposal  of  I'efuse  make  it  a  necessity. 

'Fhe  Health  Hepartmcnt  still  continue  to  dispose  of  Markets’ 
refuse  and  street  sweepings  without  cost  to  the  departments 
('oncerned.  About  twn)  acres  of  the  irreclaimed  land  known  as 
ihe  Winterton  Road  Tip  is  now  being,  used  as  depots  for  the 
Health  and  Highways  departments. 

It  IS  the  practice  to  weigh  the  whole  of  the  refuse  collected 
one  week  in  each  month  and  to  calculate  the  weight  of  the  month’s 
('ollections  on  the  weights  obtained  during  the  "sveigh  week. 

Nightsoif  Colfection  and  Disposals 

It  is  pleasing-  to  record  that  this  service  which  a  few  vears 
ago  had  to  be  carried  out  on  four  nights  each  week,  anti  engaged 
two  motor  lorries,  is  now  carried  out  on  only  one  night  per  week 
with  only  one  motor  lorry.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
248  pail  closets  In  existence,  151  of  which  were  either  outside  the 
scovered  area  or  belonging  to  properties  which  wwre  scheduled  for 
ilemolition.  They  are  scattered  about  in  various  parts  of  the 
areas  and  are  generallv  difficult  to  collect,  Nightsoil  is  brought 
to  a  central  spot  where  it  is  disposed  of  bv  discharge  into  a  main 
outfall  sewer. 

Public  Conveniences. 

'Fhe  Health  Department  controls  and  maintains  the  public 
conveniences  in  the  town.  During  the  year  a  new  public 
convenience  has  been  erected  at  the  corner  of  the  Doncaster  and 
F-Todingham  Roads.  The  Fmilding,  which  cost  £2,500  to  build, 
is  situated  in  a  large  open  space  and  is  In  close  proximity  to  the 
town’s  shopping  centre.  The  open  space  has  been  suitably  laid 
out  with  a  sunk  rose  garden,  rockery  and  wdth  ornamental  shrubs. 
The  convenience  provides  urinals,  W.C.,  toilet  and  attendant 
room  for  men,  and  W.C. ,  toilet  and  attendant’s  room  for  women. 
.\  full  time  male  and  female  attendant  have  been  appointed. 

During  the  vear  the  men’s  public  convenience,  situated  at 
ihe  north  end  of  Market  Hill,  was  demolished  and  a  new^  one  w^as 
constructed  at  the  south  end  of  Market  Hill  near  the  main 
shopping  centre  and  the  public  market.  The  accommodation 
('omprises  2  W.C.’s,  and  urinal  stalls,  and  has  met  a  great  public 
need.  I'he  Council  also  owns  and  maintains  a  public  lavatory 
for  ladies  with  attendant  in  charge  in  Winterton  Road,  and  three 
other  conveniences  for  men  in  various  other  parts  of  the  town. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

A  classified  statement  of  the  numbe;  of  premises  visited, 
the  defects  or  nuisances  discovered,  and  the  action  and  result  of 
action  taken  in  regard  to  these  will  be  found  in  Fables  IT,  lb 
and  19,  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 

d'he  total  number  of  nuisances  abated  and  improvements 
effected  during  the  year  is  -'1,031,  against  3,f0()  in  1931,  while 
1  1,495  general  inspections  were  made,  against  11,917  in  1934. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

As  tile  principal  industries  in  the  district  are  the  manufacture 
of  iron  and  steel,  most  of  the  chimneys  of  manufactories  are 
outside  the  scope  of  action  bv  the  Local  Authority.  It  is  satis¬ 
factory  to  note  that  nearly  all  of  these  works  are  situated  upon 
the  eastern  boundarv  of  the  district,  that  there  are  very  few 
houses  or  business  premises  near  them,  and  that  the  prevailing 
winds  carry  and  diffuse  the  smoke  well  awav  from  the  residential 
and  business  parts  of  the  town. 

32  complaints  were  received  on  account  of  such  nuisances. 
Most  of  these  were  in  respect  of  small  businesses  and  were  made, 
not  so  mu('h  on  account  of  black  smoke  as  to  the  bad  diffusion  of 
smoke  due  to  low  chimnevs  and  other  causes. 

I  hese  complaints  resulted  in  the  issuing  of  15  informal  and 
17  statutory  notices. 

Shops  Act,  1934. 

Idle  Councirs  Shop  Inspector  is  engag'ed  in  carrying  out  work 
under  this  Act  and  has  made  inspections  to  discover  shops 
insu.fficiently  provided  u’ith  means  of  ventilation,  v'ashing  facilities, 
sanitary  conveniences  and  means  of  heating.  Noti('es  iiave  in 
many  <'ases  been  served  upon  the  shopkeepers  in  default,  in 
('Onsequence  of  u/hich  steps  have  been  taken  to  hav('  the  deficiencies 
rnmedied. 

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE 
CONTROLLED  BY  BYELAWS  OR  REGULATIONS. 

(a)  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Shops. 

There  are  20  milk  shops  on  the  register,  44  inspections  being 
mtide.  32  inspections  were  made  at  the  12  eovslieds  registered 
In  the  district. 

(h)  Factories,  Workshops  and  Workplaces. 

ddiere  are  26  Factories  and  57  Workshops  In  the  District. 
A  total  of  166  Inspections  was  made  to  these  premises. 

(c)  Bakehouses. 

There  are  If^  Bakehouses  within  the  District,  none  of  whicli 
is  underground.  36  inspections  were  made  ;  4  contraventions  of 
Regulations  were  found,  and  remedied. 
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(d)  Offensive  Trades. 

Three  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  the  l^islricl,  vdz., 
ffsii  fryino-,  gut-scrapinf^'  and  tripe-boiling  respectively.  I’iT 
inspections  were  made. 

(e)  Fried  Fish  Shops. 

'There  are  51  premises  on  the  Fried  Fish  Shop  register. 
l.)nring  the  vear  the  business  carried  on  at  Ha  Manley  Street 
was  closed  dovm  for  a  period  exceeding  six  months.  An  applica¬ 
tion  to  recommence  the  business  was  made  to  the  Council  and 
granted  subject  to  the  onner  providing  a  proper  fish  cleaning 
shed.  The  owner  built  a  new  brick  shed  with  water  laid  on, 
impervious  floor  and  drainage.  He  also  plastered  the  internal 
surface  with  ordinarv  plaster  which  Avas  not  regarded  as  satis¬ 
factory.  He  subsequentlv  rendered  the  lower  4ft.  AAnth  Portland 
cement  and  finished  in  Parian  cement. 

During-  the  year  all  the  premises  where  this  trade  is  carried 
on  were  inspected.  Although  the  structures  where  fish  cleaning 
is  carried  on  are  generally  not  elaborate,  they  are  provided  Avith 
an  impervious  floor  and  efficient  drainage  and  the  base  of  the 
v'aTls  are  either  constructed  of  or  lined  AA/ith  impervious  material 
which  alloAvs  them  to  be  properlv  cleansed.  It  is  pleasing  to 
record  that  the  local  Fish  Friers’  Association  encourage  their 
members  to  keep  their  premises  in  a  satisfactory  state. 

During  the  month  of  October  an  inspection  of  ail  fish  frying- 
premises  in  the  area  Avas  carried  out  and  an  enquiry  made  as  to 
the  quantities  of  fish  and  chips  sold  during  the  Avinter  months  of 
the  year.  It  Avas  found  that  approximately  716  stones  of  fish 
or  an  aA^erage  of  14  stones  per  shop,  and  25  tons  of  potatoes 
or  an  average  of  10  cwts,  per  shop,  Avere  sold  each  Aveek,  On 
the  basis  of  a  population  of  38,000,  this  is  equivalent  to  a  AA^eekly 
consumption  of  fried  fish  of  1 .89  stones  of  fish  per  100  persons 
per  Aveek  and  of  chipped  potatoes  1.31  CAvts.  per  100  persons  pet- 
week.  During'  the  summer  months  these  figures  are  considerably 
exceeded. 

(f)  Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  12  licensed  Slaughterhouses  in  the  District  in 
addition  to  the  Public  Slaughterhouse.  Many  of  the  private 
.Slaughterhouses  are  unsatisfactory.  32%  of  all  animals  killed 
in  the  district  Avere  slaughtered  in  the  Public  Abattoir.  These 
premises  are  unsuitable  and  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  this  large 
and  rapidly  growing  area.  The  Butchers  now  experience  great 
difficulty  in  carrying  out  their  work  at  the  time  they  most  desire, 
and  as  a  result  slaughtering  is  carried  on  until  late  at  night  in 
the  fore  part  of  the  Aveek.  There  is  also  insufficient  room  for 
the  hanging  of  carcases  and  there  is  consequent  risk  of  contamina- 
lion  of  the  meat  by  butchers  and  others  coming  into  physical 
contact  Avith  the  carcases.  The  OA^ercroAvding  also  causes 
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uniiL'cessary  liandliiig*.  d'hc  C'Oiinc'il  arc  fully  alive  1o  tlieir 
responsibilities  and  have  decided  to  provide*  a  neu  buldic  Abattoir, 
d'heir  g'reatest  ditfie'ultv  has  been  to  aeciuire  a  suitable  site.  At 
the  end  of  the  yeai'  iindeer  reidew  thev  iatd  entered  into  a  contraci 
lor  the  purcfiase  of  a  site  in  tlic  east  end  of  the  tOAvn. 

Butchers’  Shops,  Market  StafSs  and  Food  Preparing  Premises, 

These  premises  are  visited  from  time  to  time  with  a  vieev  to 
the  detection  of  unht  meat  and  Avith  reference  to  g'eneral  cleanli¬ 
ness.  In  the  case  of  market  stalls  these  ai'c  Ausited  on  Fi'idav 
and  Saturdav  of  each  Aveek  durino'  the  dav  and  evening'. 

o  o 

During'  the  month  of  December  tlie  whole  of  the  premises 
in  the  Urban  District  AAdiere  meat  and  meat  products  are  sold  or 
prepared  were  inspected.  The  vans  of  hawkers  corning'  into  the 
district  from  outside  AA^ere  also  inspected.  It  u^as  found  that  beef, 
mutton  and  pork  was  being'  sold  from  4-2  Butchers’  shops  and  20 
Ivlarket  stalls.  In  addition  there  are  seven  butchers  aa  ith  premises 
outside  the  Urban  Area  Avho  sell  meat  inside  the  area  from 
haAA'kers  vans.  From  enquiries  made  at  this  inspection  it  veas 
found  that  the  approximate  Cjuantitv  of  fresh  meat  sold  weekly 
in  the  d'istri(d  during'  Derember  AA'as  : — Beef,  472.5  cAvts.,  A\  hich 
on  a  population  of  38,000  is  ecjual  to  1.39  lbs.  per  person  per 
week;  Mutton,  101.25  CAvts.,  ccjual  to  .47  lbs.  per  person  per 
week;  Pork,  268.5  CAvts.,  equal  to  .79  1bs.  per  person  per  week. 
44iese  figures  sIkaw  a  total  weekh'  consumption  in  Decembe-r  of 
2.65  lbs.  per  pers(An  per  AAwek. 

Of  the  total  amount  of  meat  sold  in  the  district,  approximatch' 
70.9%  is  slaughtered  and  inspected  in  the  Urban  District  14.4  5% 
is  slaughtered  outside’the  Urban  Distri('t,  and  14.65%  is  im|>ort(‘d 
foreign  meat. 

In  addition  to  the  butchers’  shops,  prepared  foods  are  sold 
from  30  g'rocers  or  confectioners  and  14  generad  dealers  shops. 
These  made*  up  foods  consist  ('hieflv  of  sausage,  brawn  and  potted 
meat.  The  approximate  amounts  of  these  foods  sold  weeklA' 
within  the  Ib'ban  Area  are: — Sausage,  628  stonccs.  15%,  of  Avhicdi 
is  manufactured  outside  the  ITban  District  ;  this  i*-,  equal  to  a 
('onsnmptifAn  of  1.66  stone's  per  100  persons  per  AA'ce'k'.  BraAvn. 
149.5  stone's  per  AAxek,  of  AA'h.ich  21%,  is  made  outside  the  Turban 
Area;  this  e'eAnsumptiein  is  equal  to  .393  sdones  per  100  persons 
pe‘r  week.  Potted  meat,  51.5  stones,  14%  of  A\hich  is  manu¬ 
factured  outside  the  Urban  Area  ;  this  consumption  is  equal  to 
.136  steanes  per  100  perseans  per  AA'cek.

.\t  the  end  of  the  ^’e^lr  tiu're  were  ho  \  .'ins  ;in«l  Shc-ds  in  thr 
Lh-ban  ;\rea.  Of  these,  there  were  tiboiU  24  owned  hy  ^'enuine 
showmen  or  the  itiner.'tiU  ]'la^^ker  ('lass.  It  can  be  said  of  the 
remainder  that  these  Itave  bc-ec'ime  permanent  (bNellinp-s.  Althoup'li 
these  buildings  arc'  nKweable  thev  are  never  moved,  neither  is  it 
the  intention  of  owners  to^  mc'ive  tliem.  In  most  cases  it  has  been 
found  that  thev  are  occupied  bv  tenants  who  have  been  unable  to 
obtain  j:)roper  accommoxdation  at  rents  thev  ('ould  afford  to  pay. 
'Pw/entv  of  these  dwellin^rs  hav'e  been  dealt  wath  durinp  the  year 
under  tlie  provisions  of  Section  19  of  the  Housing'  Act,  1930,  and 
the*  Council  is  providin£>'  rehousing*  accommodation  for  their 
occupants.  Of  the  remainder,  most  of  them  are  situated  in  the 
Kast  Lane  .A.rea  of  the  Central  Ward.  It  is  probable  that  the' 
Council  wall  take  some  steps  to  deal  with  the  vans  and  sheds  in 
this  area  during*  the  coming*  vear.  Ifil  inspections  were  made 
during-  the  vear. 

Common  Lodging  House. 

There  is  one  reg*istered  Common  Lodging-  House  in  the 
district  with  accommodation  for  120  lodgers.  T(  is  situated  in 
Manley  Street  and  is  known  as  the  Assembly  Rooms.  The 
average  number  of  occupants  during  the  year  is  about  60.  The 
premises  are  well  kept  and  well  adapted  for  the  purpose.  Then- 
has  been  no  cause  for  c'omplaint  or  action  during*  the  vear. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  schools  is  fully  dealt  wath  under 
the  report  on  School  Medical  Inspection  on  pages  17,  18  and  19. 
Schools  are  inspected  tw^ice  a  vear,  and  a  detailed  sanitary  survey 
is  made  on  each  occasion. 

d'he  Hoard  of  lulucation’s  Memorandum  on  Closure  of  and 
exclusion  from  School  has  been  closely  follow'ed  in  dealing  with 
infectious  disease.  During  the  year  it  w'as  found  necessary  to 
('lose  one  infant  department  for  two  w*eeks  owang  to  an  outbreak 
of  diphtheria.

'Phere  are  no  premises  in  the  District  in  which  Rag  Pdock 
is  manufactured,  used  or  sold. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

Knowledge  is  disseminated  by  Health  Education  I.ectures, 
bv  Articles  specially  contributed  to  the  Local  Press,  and  by  'Palks 
at  the  various  County  Council  Clinics. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  also  been  called  upon  by 
\\A>rks  Managers  to  advise  on  matters  of  hygiene  and  prevention 
of  disease. 


I^ven^  opportunity  is  taken  by  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health 
department  to  create  and  foster  a  sanitary  conscience  in  the 
(leneral  Public,  and  to  emphasise  the  necessity  for  personal 
contribution  to  communitv  health.

The  houses  have  l:)een  built  in  various  j^arts  of  tlie  Urban 
District,  as  shovm  in  the  ward  distribution  tal.’)U‘,  b}  Ibdvate 
Builders  by  direct  labour.  Of  these  houses  44-  have'  been  built 
in  accordance  with  the  Council’s  scheme  for  guarantees  under 
the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1955,  which  together 
with  52  erected  in  1954  make  a  total  to  date  of  TO  housi's  built 
b\’  Private  Enterprise  under  this  scheme. 

Future  Policy  with  reference  to  General  Housing  Situation. 

A  scheme  for  the  erection  b^'  the  Council  without  State 
assistance  of  a  further  50  houses  on  the  Crosbv  Housing  Estate 
under  the  Housing  A('t,  1925,  has  been  approved  bv  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  and  the  houses  are  in  course  of  erection.  The  Council 
have  also  under  consideration  the  building  of  a  further  number 
of  houses  on  this  Estate. 

•A  scheme  for  the  erection  bv  the  Council  of  24  houses  in 
Bottesford  Road,  Ashby,  under  the  Housing  Act,  1950,  to  replace 
houses  to  be  demolished,  has  been  approved  bv  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  and  the  work  is  in  progress.  It  is  proposed  to  erect  a 
fuither  54  houses  under  this  Act  on  the  Crosbv  Housing  Estate, 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  proposal  will  be  submitted  to  thi* 
Ministrv  for  approval  earlv  in  1950. 

Housing  Act,  1930. 

The  Council’s  programme  under  this  Act  involved  some  149 
individual  dwellings  which  are  being  dealt  with  under  Sei'lion  19. 
Of  these,  52  have  been  demolished,  written  undertakings  to 
re-condition  have  been  accepted  and  carried  out  in  the  case  of 
21  dwellings.  Tn  the  remaining  76  cases  further  action  is  to 
follow  when  rehousing  accommodation  is  available. 

REHOUSING.  The  Council  have  already  built  12  houses. 
They  have  let  a  contract  for  a  further  24  houses  end  are  inviting 
tenders  for  an  additional  54,  making  their  total  rehousing  pro¬ 
gramme  to  date,  70  houses.  Of  these  70  houses,  2  are  of  the 
5  bedroom  type,  8  of  the  4  bedroom  type,  56  of  the  5  bedroom 
Ivpe  and  24  of  the  2  bedroom  type.  All  are  non-parlour  houses. 

The  rents  of  the  houses  already  occupied  vary  from  1  /6d.  to 
4/6d.  per  week  (plus  rates)  according  to  the  mean.s  of  the  tenants. 
Enquiries  into  the  means  of  the  tenants  are  made  from  time  to 
time  in  order  to  make  any  necessary  adjustment  in  the  rents. 

Housing  Act,  1935. 

PRELIMINARY  SURVEY.  The  Council  made  the 
necessary  arrangements  to  carry  out  the  survey  unde!  this  Act, 
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In  December  six  enumerators  were  appointed.  They  took' 

up  their  duties  on  the  1st  January,  1936.  The  preliminars 
survey,  which  was  completed  on  the  7th  February,  1936,  shows 
that  10,020  dweliin^s  (including-  tents,  vans  and  sheds,  etc.)  were 
visited.  The  total  number  of  inhabited  houses  (including  tents, 
vans  and  sheds)  was  9,798,  and  the  population  ordinarily  resident 
in  'these  places  and  the  various  public  institutions  and  hotels  was 
38,235  persons.  \  he  work  of  measuring-  up  (Form  B)  -was 
started  immediately  after  the  work  of  Form  A  was  commenced. 

An  analysis  of  the  results  of  the  preliminary  survey  shows 
that  there  is  not  likely  to  be  any  serious  degree  of  overcrowding 
to  be  dealt  with  in  the  Urban  District. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  production  of  milk  within  the  Urban  area  sho\vs  a  slight 
decrease  on  the  pievious  year.  At  the  end  of  1935  the  number 
of  milk  producers  was  12,  and  the  number  of  milk  cows  95,  against 
98  for  the  previous  year.  This  gives  an  average  of  7.9  cowes  per 
producer. 

The  undermentioned  samples  of  milk  were  sent  to  the 
University  of  Sheffield  for  bacteriological  and  biological  examina¬ 
tion.  All  samples  were  packed  in  ice  and  delivered  to  the 
University  on  the  day  they  were  collected  from  the  Milk  Dealers. 
Most  of  the  samples  w^ere  taken  from  retailers  wffio  obtain  their 
supplies  from  sources  outside  the  Urban  District.  The  samples 
of  Graded  milk  sent  were  selected  at  random  from  the  retailers 
and  delivered  to  the  Bacteriologist  in  the  sealed  bottles  as  supplied 
to  the  public.

The  results  of  the  bacteriological  examinations  arc  given  in 

Table  21. 

Of  the  60  samples  sent,  six  vere  found  to  show  definile 
evidence  of  Tuberculosis.  Of  the  six  positive  samples  one  was 
Grade  A  and  another  pasteurised  milk.  The  remainder  were  from 
ungraded  milk.  Immediately  the  reports  w^ere  received  from  the 
bacteriologist  the  County  Council  was  notified,  d'hev  instructed 
their  veterinary  inspector  to  examine  all  the  cow^s  belonging  to 
the  producers  concerned.  As  a  result  of  this  inspection,  6  cow-s 
owned  by  five  producers  were  suspected  of  having  tubercular 
affections  of  the  udder.  The  animals  w^ere  slaughtered  and  th< 
diagnosis  of  the  ATterinary  Surgeon  in  all  cases  was  confirmed. 
In  the  case  of  the  sixtli  producer,  the  \Vterinarv  Inspector  was

miable  to  locate  an\-  suspected  animal.  He  reported,  howevei', 
dial  since  the  sample  b.ad  been  taken  and  before  the  result  was 
k'uown  a  cow  on  the  producer’s  farm  had  been  reported  under 
1  lie  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925.  'rh(.‘  animal  was  slaui^htercd  and 

a  post  mortem  examination  showed  it  to  be  suffering-  frc.;  . 
tuberculosis  in  an  advanced  form. 


Immedia.telv  on  notification  of  evidence  of  1  uberculosis  in 
the  sample  of  Pasteurised  milk,  an  examination  of  the  pasteuiis- 
plant  was  made.  'fhis  plant  is  modern,  of  the  “positive 
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not  ding 


l}p(,'  and  appeared  to  be  working'  satisfactorily.  The, 
automatic  temperature  recorder  was  showing  a  temperature  ol 
145-147  degrees  F.  The  owners  of  the  apparatus  immediately 
got  in  communication  with  the  makers  of  the  plant.  I'liey  sent 
down  an  engineer  wdio  made  a  thorough  examination.  He 
reported  thcit  tlie  automatic  temperatun'  recorder,  tiie  compressor 
and  the  thermostat  were  not  functioning  correctly,  and  advii^ed 
refitting  of  new  parts.  I'his  was  done  immediately.  Since  that 
time,  5  samples  have  been  sent  at  various  times  for  bai'teriological 
and  biological  examination  and  the  results  ha\a'  been  satisfactory. 
4'he  Countv  Council  also  instructed  their  \T4erinary  Oliicer  to 
examine  the  cows  at  the  farms  where  the  milk  was  produced, 
'fhis  resulted  in  the  finding  of  two  cows  with  tuberculous  affections 
of  the  lulder  on  the  farms  of  two  producers. 


Veterinary  Inspection  of  IVlilk  Cows. 

During'  the  vear  three  Veterinarv  Inspections  of  the  milch 
cows  in  the  district  were  carried  out  bv  the  County  Council 
inspector.  The  total  number  of  cows  examined  at  these 
inspections  was  294  or  an  average  of  98  per  inspection.  The  last 
inspection  w^as  made  on  the  13  12/35  when  101  cows  were 
examined.  The  ATterinary  Inspector  did  not  find  any  of  the 
animals  examined  on  each  of  his  three  inspections  to  be  suffering 
from  tuberculous  or  other  affection  of  the  udder.  In  one  instance, 
a  cow^  was  found  to  l)e  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  wdth  chronic 
cough. 

There  w’^as  one  case  of  a  suspected  cow  reported  by  the  owmer 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order.  It  was  inspected  bv  the  Veterinarv 
Inspector,  and  ordered  to  be  slaughtered.  The  post-mortem 
examination  showed  it  to  be  in  an  advanced  stage  of  Tuberculosis, 

Anthrax  Order,  1928. 

There  w^as  one  case  of  suspectexl  anthrax  in  a  bullock  on  a 
farm  wdthin  the  district.  A  post-mortem  examination  w'as  carried 
out  by  the  County  Council  Veterinary  Inspector  who  I'ertified  that 
the  animal  w^as  not  affected  with  Anthrax. 


IVlilk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. 

During  the  year  the  Council  granted  4  lucences  under  the 
above  Order.  2  were  dealers  Licences  in  respect  to  the  sale 
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of  Grade  ‘A,’  one  was  a  dealers  and  bottling  Licence  in  respect 
to  the  sale  of  Grade  ‘A’  (T.'F.)  Milk,  and  one  was  a  Licence  to 
pasteurise  raw  milk.  One  of  the  (ii  ade  dealers  Licences  was 
given  up  during  the  year. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

A  total  of  15,952  animals  was  slaughtered  lor  food  in  the 
District  during  1935,  against  14,36(1  in  the  previous  year.  15,754, 
or  98.4  per  cent,  of  tlie  total  carcases  were  examined  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the 
Council’s  Abattoir  Avas  5,158,  or  32.3  per  cent  of  the  total 
slaughtered  in  the  town. 

The  number  of  meat  inspections  carried  out  was  2,918, 
against  2,652  in  1934, 

Public  Health  Meat  Regulations,  1924. 

The  Butcher  and  Fish  Stalls  in  the  Ihibhc  Market  are 
rcgularl}/  inspected  on  Fridav  and  Satiu'day  ea<'h  \^  eek  for  the 
purpose  of  enforcing  these- Regulations  and  also  lor  (he  dtetection 
of  “unfit”  food  Periodic  visits  are  also  paid  to  the  Butchers 
Shops  and  food-preparing  premises  in  the  district.  It  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  many  of  the  Butchers’  Shops  have  their  own 
refrigerators  installed  and  that  the  meat  exposed  is  pi  ('te(  t('d  from 
contamination  bv  dust  and  dirt  bv  closed  windows.

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In  addition  to  these  a  turtiier  910,  includlnj^  28G  Observation 
cases,  were  broug'lit  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  by 
parents  or  others,  bringinp-  the  total  known  numbei-  of  cases  of 
infectious  disease  to  1,507. 

vStatistics  relating  to  notilications  by  Medical  Practitioners 
tor  1935  (and  preceding  years)  are  given  in  Fable  27. 

The  monthly  distribution  of  all  known  cases  occurring  in  the 
district  during  the  year  is  given  in  Table  29.  Table  30  gives 
details  of  the  tuimber  of  visits  paid  bv  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Nurse. 

I'he  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases,  viz..  Smallpox, 
Measles,  Whooping  Cougli,  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diarrhtea, 
and  l^ever  (including  Typhus,  Enteric  and  I'yphoid),  accounted 
for  5  deaths.  I'he  Zvmoti('  death  rate  was  0,13  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

Chickenpox. 

The  prevalence  of  this  disease  decreased  in  1935  as  compared 
\\  ith  the  previous  year.  79  cases  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Public 
Health  Department.  'Fhe  majority  occun'cd  during  the  period  of 
January  to  July.  This  disease  is  not  now  on  the  list  of  notifiable 
diseases  in  the  area. 

Cerebro  Spinaf  SVIeningitis. 

OtU'  notification,  of  this  disease  was  recorded  in  1935. 

Diphtheria, 

38  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  1935,  against  27  in 
1  934 . 

33  of  the  cases  occurred  in  children  under  15  years  of  ag'e, 
and  5  in  persons  between  15  and  65  years.  'There  were  2  deaths, 
31  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital,  the  remainder  being  nursed 
at  home. 

348  so\ai)s  \\ere  sent  to  the  Health  Office  by  Medical 
Practitioners  for  culture  and  bacteriological  examination,  and  in 
34  Diphtheria  Bacilli  were  found, 

i^hials  of  Antitoxin  are  kept  at  the  Health  Office  for 
Diphtheria  patients  and  during  the  year  116  issues  were  made. 

In  February,  a  small  outbreak  of  Diphtheria,  due  to  the  presence 
of  a  Nasal  Carrier  occurred  amongst  children  attending  a  class 
at  an  Infants  Scliool.  'Two  children,  attending  the  same  class  at 
the  scho(fi  w'cre  notified  as  suffering  from  Diphtheria.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  visited  the  school  and  examined  all 
possible  contacts  and  excluded  three  children  from  school.  'These 
children  preseiited  suspicious  inflammatory  throat  conditions. 
One  child  had  a  profuse  nasal  discharge.  Sw’abs  of  all  the  class 
('on'tacts  were  taken  and  examined.  vSuibsequentlv  one  of  the 
(“xcluded  (  hildren  developed  Diphtheria,  wdiile  the  other  tw’o. 
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including'  tile  child  with  the  nasal  discharge,  were  lound  to  be 
c'arriers.  A  culture  from  this  discharge  Avas  found  to  contain 
virulent  Diphtheria  Bacilli,  d'his  case  Avas,  in  my  opinion,  the 
likely  cause  of  the  outbreak.  .All  precautionary  measure.s  Avere 
taken  to  limit  the  spread  of  the  infection,  and  the  school  was 
closed  for  two  Aveeks,  the  premises  being  thoroughly  disinfected 
and  cleaned.  One  further  possible  contact  case  occurred.  In 
this  small  outbreak  there  were  in  all  tour  cases  and  Iaa'o  carriers. 
101  SAvabs  Avere  taken  and  examined  during  the  period.  It  Avas 
satisfactorA’  that  the  outbreak  Avas  suppressed  in  a  brief  period, 
and  that  only  a  small  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred. 
Opportunity  Avas  taken  to  secure  reconstruction  and  modernisation 
of  the  out-offices  at  this  school.

I'he  prevalence  of  these  diseases  Avas  high  in  1935.  During 
the  year  8.34  cases  of  Measles  were  notified.  4'he  outbreak  com¬ 
menced  in  JanuarA'  and  reached  its  height  in  March  Avhen  433 
cases  occurred,  42  notifications  being-  received  in  the  folloAA’ing  tAvo 
months. 

A  smaller  outbreak  of  (lerman  Measles  occurred  in  the  srconil 
half  of  the  year  Avhen  57  cases  Avere  notified. 

In  all,  1,431  and  148  visits  respectiA’ely  Avere  paid  by  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Nurse  to  cases  of  Measles  and  German 
Measles.  It  is  probable  that  the  supervision  and  care  exercised 
may  have  had  some  effect  in  reducing  the  number  of  complications 
w  hich  occurred.  These  outbreaks  Avere  mild  in  character  and  fewA’ 
complications  Avere  noted.

A  considerable  amount  of  work  is  carried  out  in  the  Laboratory 
of  ihe  Urban  District  Council  for  the  Medical  Practitioners, 
Clinics  and  Hospitals  in  this  area.
